President Cleveland will not be in the mili- 
tary parade on the march from the city to 
the exposition, but will be driven out in a 
carriage. This is done because the long 
march and the tiresome drive are quite an 
ordeal and very fatiguing and irksome. 

After the review of the military on the 
plaza the president will deliver an address 
in the auditorium. President Collier will in- 
troduce Mr. Cleveland ina short speech. 
Thousands will pack the building and will 
cheer the words of the chief executive of 
the land. 

It is very probable that there will be no 
reception after the close of the address, as 
Mr: Cleveland has stated that he desires 
@n opportunity to see the exposition quietly 
and has requested that all unnecessary du- 
ties be eliminated from the programme. 

When Mr. Cleveland concludes his ad- 
Gress the audience will be dismissed and the 
president and party will be conducted 
through the government building by the ex- 
position directors and members of the

It has not been decided by Mrs. Cleveland 
whether she will accompany the president 
or not. The wives of the members of the 
cabinet will come, however, and there will 
also be several distinguished guests on the 
train. 

Arrives Tuesday Afternoon. 

The special train which is to bring the 
president and party to Atlanta will reach 
the city at 4 o’clock Tuesday afternoon. 

At the train will be the members of the 
committee that has been appointed to meet 
the party.. 

Carriages will be in waiting on Wall 
street, and as soon as the occupants of the 
cars alight the president will be conducted 
to his carriage and will be driven to the 
Aragon hotel. An elegant suite of rooms 
has been engaged and the president will 
take.a few moments’ rest from the trip 
when the hotel is reached. Other members 


of the presidential party will be quartered’ 


at this hotel, and will have rooms on the 
same floor,

HUSSEY’S DAMAGE SUIT 


Against The News and Observer, of 
Raleigh. 

Raleigh, WW. C., October 18.—Today, in the 
superior court here, John E. Hussey, of 
Washington, D. C., filed, threugh his at- 
torney, a complaint. in a damage _ suit 
agaihst The News and Observer Publishing 
Company, of Raleigh. Hussey is private 
secretary to Senator Marion Butler, and | 
during Cleveland’s first administration was 
caief of a division in the treasury depart- 
ment. His complaint sets forth that *The 
News and Observer published that while 
chief of division he caused clerks to copy 
lists of pensioners in order that he rnight, 
after his term of office ended, use them as 
pension attorney, and that but for Senator 
Ransom’s influence he would have been 
sent to the penitentiary. The complaint 
further alleges that The News and Ob- 
server wickedly and maliciously, intending 
to injure the said Hussey in his good name 
and credit, and to bring him into public 
scandal, infamy and disgrace, caused it 
to be suspected and believed that he was 
dishonest and unscrupulous, guilty of 
erime the punishment whereof was confine- 
ment in the penitentiary, a thief and a 
conspirator; that by means of said publi- 
cation he has been and is greatly injured 
in his good name and credit and brought 
imto public scandal, infamy and disgrace, to 
his damage $20,000.

He lost his money, and, already ' 
a hopeless slave to the morphine habit, © 
drifted rapidly downward, until death came 
to his relief in the Clark street lodging , 
house.

CORBETT ON TRIAL 


He Is Charged with Contemplating an 


Assault on Fitasimmons. 


SENTIMENT IS WITH JAMES J, 


Even the Court + omdins Are in Favor 
of Having the Fight, 


THE JUDGE 1S AN UNKNOWN QUANTITY 


A Scheme Is Being Arranged To Have 
the Fight in Hot Springs De- 
spite Governor Ciarke. 


Hot Springs, Ark., October 18.—Champion 
Corbett arrived in the city this morning at 


h 41:20 from his training quarters at Spring 


Lake and was met at the depot by Sheriff 
Houpt, Manager Lrady, Joe Vendig and 
other friends and the Officials of the Flor- 
Athletic: Club. There was a great 
crowd of people at the depot to witness the 
arrival of the party. Corbett, Brady and 
sheriff entered a carriage and drove to 
the office of Justice of the Peace W. A. 


' Kirk, where everything appeared to be in 


readiness for the judicial proceedings that 
had evidently been agreed upon. The sher- 
iff presented his prisoner to the court. At 
this juncture Mr. Martin, attorney for 
Corbett, entered the courtroom and present- 
ed a petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
addressed to Hon.Leland Leatherman, judge 
of the chancery court of Garland county. 

The warrant for the arrest of Corbett 
was issued upon a complaint by prosecut- 
ing Attorney Teague that Corbett has 
threatened to engage im a prize fight or 
glove contest with one Robert Fitzsimmons 
and has threatened and is about to commit 
an assault and battery upon the person of 
the said Robert Fitzsimmons, which as- 
sault and battery is of a character endan- 
gering human life. 

The petition of Gorbett was granted and 
the prisoner was arraigned before Chancery 
Judge Leatherman at about noon. 

Directly after the arraignment adjourn- 
ment was taken until 1:30, At that hour 


the court reconvened, 

Attorney Martin read the: official docu- 
ments to the court and announced he was 
ready for trial. The first evidence intro- 
duced was the enactments of the legislature 
of 1891 and 1893 from the house records. It 
was plainly made to appear by the attor- 
neys for Corbett that the enactment of the 
laws of 1891 was illegal because they passed 
by a Viva voce vote instead of roll call, 
as the constitution of the state provides 
shall be done in all cases, 

The first witness to,take the stand was 
Joseph Vendig, by ‘whose testimony it was 
proven that the defendant had imade an 
agreement to engage in.a glove contest in 
this city on Octoper 31st with one Kobert 
Fitzsimmons for a purse of $41,000, under 
the auspices of the Florida Athletic Club. 

Before the testimony of Mr. Vendig was 
compivied Aiturney Michl requested the 
ehancellor to aliow Mr. Corvpett tu, depart 
for Little Rock, where he has an engage- 
ment to show tonigut. The chancellor 
granted the request, vut required tie sner- 
iff to send a@ deputy with him to see that 
he returned tomorrow. The court then ad- 
yvurned until tomorrow at 1:80 o'clock 
p. mm. 

srosecuting Attorney Teague was inter- 
viewed this evening and stated that the 
governor has no right to send militia into 
any county of the state without having 
been called upon to do so by some of the 
civil authorities of the county in which the 
militia is to be sent and that they were not 
to be called upon until the civil authorities 
found that they were not able to suppress 
the riot or mob, whenever it might be, un- 
der the circumstances. 

“In case the present proceedings g0 
through, as friends and backers of Corbett 
think they will, what will then be the at- 
titude of the governor?” . 

“tHe will be tied up tight,’’ replied the 
prosecuting attorney. 

“Then if Judge Duffie should call upon 
the governor to send the militia to stop pro- 
ceedings would the governor be compelled 
to do so?”’ 

“Yes, I think he would. He would be 
bound to respect the call of the circuit 
judge in that case. But in event that he 
should do so, the militia would be under 
the orders ef the local peace officers. The 
sheriff would have supreme control over 
them after they had entered the county.” 

“Tf the sheriff has control of troops after 
they have come into the county what would 
be the result?’’ 

“Well, he could make whatever disposi- 
tion of them he saw proper. The law pro- 
vides that the militia shall be under the 
control of the local péace officers and the 
sheriff being the head he could plant them 
down at the race track, if he felt so dis- 
posed, and keep them there until their ser- 
vices were necessary to supyeene any mob 
or. riot.” 

“What effect, if any, will a writ of ha- 
beas corpus have supposing that the chan- 
eery judge should grant one?” 

“Tt will act as a check upon the officials. 
If the chancery court decides that there is 
no law on the statute books of Arkansas 
prohibiting a prize fight or glove contest, 
and the wzvit of habeas corpus is issued, 
I cannot see how the authorities can fur- 
the: interfere with the programme.” 

“If there is no anti-prize-fight law how 
ean Corbett and Fitzsimmons violate a 
law by meeting here as contemplated in 
their articles of agreement with the Florida 
Athletic Club?’ 

“Tf we have no law they cannot violate 
one, hence the governor would be powerless 
to suppress something that is clearly no 
violation.” 

' Can Fight in Oklakoma. 

Guthrie, Okla., October 18.—If the Corbett- 
Fitzsimmons contest cannot be puiled off in 
Hot Springs, the principals can have @ 
finish fight here. The law is a mild one, 


' and prize fighting is only a. misdemeanor 


with no imprisonment penalty. George W. 
Taylor, chief of the fire department, sub- 
mitted yesterday a proposition offering fa- 
cilities for the fight and giving a bank 
@uarantte that the citizens had $15,000 de- 
posited, which was to be forfeited to the 
club if there was any interference. The 
offer was submitted to the interested par-

WHITECAPPERS CONVICTED. 


Two Men Who Whipped Bill Nails Sen- 
tenced to the Chaingang. 


Ellijay, Ga., October 18.—(Special. j—This 
afternoon in Gilmer superior court two of 
the whitecappers who whipped Bill Nails, 
in this county in 1891, were sentenced to 
the chaingang by Judge Gober. Bill Dob- 
bins was found guilty and Bill Wilson 
plead guilty. On March 23, 1891, a crowd of 
whitecappers caem across from Murray 
county into Gilmer county, tied the arms of 
Bill Nails around a tree and most unmer- 
cifully beat him. Many people thought the 
matter would always remain a mystery.

manager of the St. Paul and Duluth rail- 
road, has been appointed general mana- 
ger of the Central of Georgia. 

Receiver Comer replied emphafically: ‘‘I 
am to be president of the Central railway, 
under the reorganization, and I can tell 
you positively that there ds no truth in the 
rumor of Mr. Plough’s appointment as 
general manager of the Central. It is all 
idle‘ rumor. The report that Receiver R. 
Somer Hayes, of the Central, who is also 
president of the St. Paul and Duluth rail- 
way, and Mr. Plough are traveling to- 
gether in the south. and will go over the 
Cenrtal’s lines preparatory to Mr. Plough 
taking charge as general manager, is all 
bosh. Why Mr. Hayes is in New York at- 
tending the big railroad meeting there and 
Mr. Plough has been to Atlanta simply to 
see the exposition. He has no idea of tak- 
ing a trip over the Central system and I 
suppose he has gone back home ere 
this. 

“Mr. Hayes notified me that Mr. Plough 
would visit the exposition, and requested 
that if he desired to travel over the Cen- 
trait he be given all necessary atten- 
tion and courtesy, and instructions were 
given to this effect.’. 

“What about the report that Superin- 
tendent Kline has tendered his resigna- 
tion and will retire from the Central on 
account of the reorganization?’ 

“Such statements make me tired. There 
is absolutely no truth in it. Such rumors 
are calculated to demoralize officials all 
along the line. I wish you wouid say for 
me that no Central railroad employe who 
does his duty faithfully and efficiently will 
lose his position. No one will be discharg- 
ed except for cause. Employes can rely on 
that.’’

It Was but a short time ago 
that they lost several million doliars to 
Chicago on wheat, due wholly to their 
own -sufficiency and their refusal to 
pay any'attention to the crop news from

The New Orleans cotton deal- 
ers and speculators foresaw this, for it has 
obvious for some months. Disaster 
after disaster followed the crop. They 
felt certain that cotton would go up and 
their dealings were based on that idea. 
On the other hand, New York, in spite of 
the fact that it had all the news and had 
frequent warnings of the injury to the 
took the contrary position and tried 
to bear prices. Its dealers have been 
caught heavily short of the market 
and have lost a large amount of money, 
but instead of accepting their losses as 
those who go into the battle of speculation 
are expected to do, they are indulging in 
personal attacks on the leading New Or- 
leans bulls, publishing fake news and 
sending it out over the country from New 
York to bolster up their views. Not con- 
they are whining that 9 


trade and they are actually trying to or- 
ganize on that ground a sentimental oppo- 
sition to the advance in the staple which 
gives the farmers a barely fair profit of 
the crop of the past two seasons. They 
had to take 6 cents last season. If they 
get 9 cents now it will average but little 
over 6% cents for the two years. It will 
be seen from these facts tHat there is a 
well organized conspiracy among New 
York speculators to depreciate the price of 
cotton. 

“The southern farmers suffered finan- 
cially last year, and lost from 30 to 40 per 
cent’ of their crop this season from un- 
favorable weather and other conditions. 
It would be a gross outrage on them if 
the price of the staple were forced down 
in order to make money for the New York 
bears who want to get it as cheap as pos- 
sible. Ft is fortunate for the farmers that 
most of the leading dealers on the New 
Orleans cotton exchange are bulls who have 
been endcavoring to preserve prices against 
the strenuous eftorts of the New York and 
Liverpool exchanges to depress them. It 
is certainly to be hoped in the interest of 
the preperty of the south that they will be 
able to maintain their position and keep 
cotton at a proper figure. It would be a 
great misfortune if the south, after having 
lost a large portion of its crop, should not 
get a reasonable price for what is léft of 
it. When the dealers are struggling for 
what will benefit the farmers and the 
south generally they deserve the support 
and backing of the community.”

“In that silent city which stands a little 
beyond the ‘madding crowd’ that surges 
in and out of that great metropolis on 
the lake, there rests a granite shaft alove 
the quiet graves of those who fell by the 
wayside, far from home and friends. On 
that memorable morning, May 30, 18%, 
earnest women and heroic men united 
heart and hand with fervent prayer, and 
quiet tear, dedicated a monument on north- 
ern soil to the confederate dead. I rejoice 
that in the home of my adoption such 
things can be. All honor to the generous 
men and women who bowed their heads 
in reverence while southerners shed quiet 
tears over their loved’ and lost! 

“Less than a month ago the ridiers 
who stood face to face during ihe late 
war were right royally welcomed to tke 
city of Louisville. You are all aoubtiess 
familiar with that «masterful speech of 
the noted journalist, Henry Watterson, on 
that occasion. However, I beg i+" in- 
dulgence while I read the closing sentences 
of that address.”’ 

She then read as follows: 

“The union, with its system of statehood 
still intact, survives; and with it a fower 
and glory among men passing the dreams 
of the fathers of the republic. You and 1 
fold our arms and go to sleep, leaving to 
younger men to hold and defend a prop- 
erty ten-fold greater than that received 
by us, its ownership unclouded ud its 
title deeds recorded in heaven!”’ 

Continuing, Mrs. Stevenson said: ‘ ‘The 
scene that followed this beggared cescrip- 
*tion. The hoary-headed warrior and the 
gray-haired woman ciasped hands, and 
once more alieniated hearts beat as one, 
and the chasm forever closed—as we trust 
—that divided a now-united people. Again, 
at Chattanooga the battle-scarred veteran 
and men of national repute, representatives 
of the blue and gray, united in accepting 
and dedicating the blicod-bought battle 
field as a national park, and there, to- 
gether blended their voices in praise and 
thanksgiving. 

“Turning for a moment from the present 
to the past, we find that James Oglethorpe, 
a philanthropic member of parliament, 
conceived the idea ot sceking asylum for 
the small debtor class of England on the 
new continent. He obtained a charter 
from George II in 1732, and in his honor 
called the new colony ‘weorgia’ The ext 
year Oglethorpe, with his first company 
of emigrants, reached the Savannah and 
selected a site for a city. Greatly en- 


couraged, Oglethorpe returned to 
England and sent out a company 
Darien. He returned in 1736, accompanied 


Darien. He returned in 1736, accompanied 
by John and Charles Wesley. John Wes- 
ley’s hope was convert the Indians and 
make Georgia eligious colony, but_fail- 
ing in that he returned to England. Whit- 
field also spent several years in the colony 
and established at Savannah an orphan 
asylum. In spite of all Oglethorpe'’s ef- 
forts, the colony did not prosper, except 
in the Moravian settlements. In 1752 the 
trustees resigned their charter to the king. 
The liberties of the people were then ex- 
tended and the ¢ession of Fiorida to the 
English rendered* the future secure and 
nothing remained to retard the prosperity 
of Georgia. 

“It was not until a month had elapsed 
that news of the battle of Lexington reach- 
ed Charlotte, N. C. The people immediate- 
fy met, declared themselves free from all al- 
egiance to the king and premiseti to de- 
fend the independence thus asserted with 
their lives and fortunes. This was the 
first proposal to throw off the British 
yoke. Their countrymen at the north were 
in arms merely for the rights to which, 
as British “subjects, they believed them- 
selves entitled. The people of Meckien- 
burg were ,however, the first to declare in 
favor of complete independence. 

“The story of the revolution of Cowpens, 
Guiiford Court House, King’s Mountain, 
Eutaw Springs, and the terms of capitu- 
lation at Yorktown, in the old historic 
Morehouse (still standing) are all too fa- 
miliar to need further mention. Quack- 
enbos, from whom I have largely quoted, 
pays this beautiful tribute to the women 
of the revolution: ‘The noble efforts of the 
women of our country must not be forgot- 
ten. Wishing to do all in their power for 
the noble cause, they organized societies 
and made up large quantities of clothing 
with their own hands for the suffering 
soldiers. Particularly was this done in 
Philadelphia, where Dr. Franklin’s daugh- 
ter and the ‘wife of General Joseph Reed 
took a prominent part in the movement. 
No less than $7,500 worth of clothing was 
thus contributed; and many a needy and 
ragged soldier invoked a blessing on the 
tender hearted women of the dear land 
for which he fought, when he was enabled, 
through their labors, to exchange his tat- 
tered garments for a warm and «comfort- 
able suit.’ 

“But what of the future? No douht 
questions of as grave import will be pre- 
sented to the coming generations as those 
which eonfronted our fathers. 

“America, the heir of all the ages has 
and will rear a race of women that shall 
prove that the oft repeated saying of 
Emerson, ‘America, thy name is oppor- 
tunity!’ has not been by them unheeded. 
“Faithfulness in the past has given you 
privileged times in which to live. The work 
is to go on.

Trade Is Better Here Than in the 
North or West. 


MANY FAILURES IN THE WEST 


Nine Cent Cotton Explains the Situa- 
tion in This Section. 


SPECULATION {1S DECIDEDLY ACTIVE 


The Iron People Are Still at Work on 
Old Orders, but Are Not Getting 
Many New Ones. 


New York, October 18.—Dun’s review to- 
morrow will say: 

*“Fallures for October thus far cover lia- 
bilities of $3,927,599, of which $1,536,265 were 
of manufacturing and $2,185,534 of trading 
concerns. Failures for the week have been 
263 in the United States, aginst 233 last 
year, and 46 in Canada, against 43 last 
year. 

“The events of the week are promising 
in nature, though to speculative markets 
not entirely encouraging. The great ad- 
Vance in cotton had arrested exports and so 
deranged exchange that shipments of gold 
were for a time apprehended, but the break 
in the market indicates that the natural 
movement of the product may soon be re- 


stored. The halting of demand and mod= 


erate yielding of prices in the great indus- 
trial markets shows that a season of un- 
reasonable attention to natural conditions 
has arrived and gives hope that the future 
demand will be more nearly proportioned 
to actual consumption. The week has 
brovght a little further decline in iron and 
steel products, in hides and leather, and a 
more yielding tone in boots and shoes, 

‘‘Wheat does not go out freely, and the 
attempt to advance prices on Monday was 
followed by an immediate decline. 

“The iron industry is still fully engaged 
on old orders, but new business is so 
scanty that many of the works are seeking 
it at.some concessions in price, and the 
only large contracts have been at $1.75 to 
$1.80 for bridge plates quoted at 1.9 to 2 
cents. Quotations are not lower, though 
any good order commands some discount. 
Billets sell at $21 and rods at $28 at Pitts- 
burg, want of business in wire and wire 
nails continuing. Millis nave to compete in 
pig iron and other products with speculat- 
ors who took large quantities on advanc- 
ing prices, and actual consumption will 
not be fairly measured until the effects of 
the speculation are out of the way. So in 
boots and shoes, dealers throughout the 
country supplied rthemselves so, Jargely 
when prices were advancing that many 
shops are laying off cutters and others 
closing for want of orders. Boston ship- 
ments are 25 per cent smaller than last 
year. 

‘Textile manufacturers have strong mar- 
kets for materials to support them. But 
scarcely any advance is seen this week in 
<otton goods, though the rise for the month 
has averaged 4.1 per cent. The price of 
some worsteds has been advanced because 
advanced abroad, but it is questionable 
as ever how far the market can be held by 
domestic makers, and woolen manufactur- 
ers have to face not only foreign competi- 
tion, but an especial tendency of pupular 
demand toward worsted fabrics. Sales of 
wool—21,209,700 pounds at the three chief 
markets, against 13,702,800 in lsv8—greatly 
exceed actual consutuption. Money mar- 
kets have been easier, with foreign ex- 
— higher, and the demand far crop 
purposes is remarkably small,while commer- 
cial offerings are increased by importers’ 


settlements in advance on profitable busi- | 


ness. 

“Clearings for the past week are 23.3 per 
cent larger than last year, but 14.7 par cent 
Jess than in 1892. 

Bradstreet’s Review. 

Bradstreet’s tomorrow, wiil say: 

*‘There is less push to°the general com- 
mercial movement this week imdicated as 
much by reports from western jobbers and 
others, whose _ travelers have return- 
ed from trips west and northwest. There 
are, of course, noteworthy exceptions, Bal- 
timore merchants finding relatively most 
satisfactory trade. This is largely due to 


the remarkably favorable conditions at the. 


south. In general, the volume of business 
@ppears slightly smaller this week, but 
with a widespread, although somewhat 
irregular demand. 

The total business failures througnout 
the United States this week aggregate 229, 
as against 274 last week, 2353 in the like 
week one year ago, 340 and 216 for the 
Bame weeks in 1893 and 1892. At the west 
business failures practically doubled this 
week as compared with last. 

“Favorable trade reports from the south 
continue to specify continu2d increases of 
wholesale and retail demand, with cotton 
moving freely. Collections are improving 
and merchants anticipating indebtecness 
in some instances. Bank clearings con- 
tinue to increase. 

“The ‘ncreasing cotton movement and 
speculation is probably responsible for the 
large gain at New Orleans, 55 per cent; 
Baitimore 28 per sent and Savannah 19 per 
Among other large gains is that of 
27 per cent at Philadelphia. ~ 
-“Among higher prices for staples are 
those for cotton and cotton goods, which 
refiect immense speculation and good ac- 
tual demand, growing out of belief in a 
short crop. Reports that New Orleans 
houses have tried to corner October de- 
livery are said to be confirmed by strong 
support from that market. Wheat closes 
higher on a better export demand and 
weather, although spring 
wheat receipts are very large. Winter 
wheat brands of flour are scarce and high- 
er. Corn is firmer on restricted receipts.

CEDARTOWN THE SEAT OF WAR 


Democratic Editors Attack the Popu- 
listic Editor, Who Is Also a Mem- 
ber of the Legislature. 


Rome, October 18.—(Special.)—Following 
close on the rumpus between Rome edit- 
ors came an outbreak in Cedartown. 

The last issue of The Standard ntains 
a column editorial devoted to is rato 
denunciation of The Advance-Courier and 
its editor, Hon. John I. Fullwood. 

The Standard is an old established pa- 
per, edited by Messrs. Coleman and Rus- 
sell, two of the most popular members of 
the Georgia press. 

About a year ago The Advance-Courier 
was started by George Holder as a popu- 
list organ. About that time appeared 
John 1, Fullwood, a prosperous. farmer, 
who entered the arena as a populist cham- 
pion and was elected to the Georgia legis- 
lature. 

In a short time Holder proffered Full- 
wood an interest, and the latter became 
editor and finally proprietor of the paper. 
Since then the Advance-Courier has been 
criticising The Standard at every turn. 
As the county went populistic, Editor Full- 
wood wanted all the county's advertising 
and succeeded in pulling a® part of it. 

When the contest followed the sheriff's 
election, The Advance-Courier said some 
exceedingly hard things about The Stan- 
dard, which the latter paper ignored.. 

The Last Straw. 


Of late The Advance-Courier has grown 
even more violent in its attacks upon 
The Standard until commenting on an edi- 
torial paragraph relating to Watson's ma- 
jorities, which appeared in THhe Standard, 
The Advance-Courier had the following: 

“We have often seen concentrated lye 
to make soap with, but. tge above ior 
concentrated lie in a few “words takes the 
cake over anything we have ever seen. If 
the gentlemen were competing for the po- 
sition of champion liars we would present 
them with the biggest button on our rat- 
tlesnake’s tail. but how can you expect 
a paper to tell the truth that exists on 
money fraudulently taken from another.”’ 

Yesterday afternoon The Standard came 
back in a terrible arraignment of Fullwood 
in the following language: 

“The lamented Grady once said that 
there is nothing more unprofitable than a 
newspaper controversy. We believe this 
to be true, and for this reason—and also 
because we have been egotistical enough 
to think that the public was especially in- 
terested in our private business—we have 
remained silent when it might perhaps 
have been better for us to have spoken. 
We had hoped, for one thing, that John

finally get tired of lying about us; but he 
seems to be so deeply confirmed. in the 
habit of bearing false witness against his 
neighbors that he can’t quit, and so we 
have no other course t& pursue than to 
denounce him for what he is—one of the 
most conscienceless liars that ever helped 
to confirm a belief in the doctrine of 
total depravity.

A CHALLENGE TO GOLDBUGS 


They Are Dared To Deny Certain Prop- 
ositions, but Do Not Make the 
Effort—No Personalities.

He 
said that there was not a truly bimetallic 
country on the globe the silver coin of 


‘which would not circulate equally with 


fold in that or any other country. He 
denied that Mexico was a bimetallic coun- 


try. 


Mr. Clark made a strictly single stand- 
ard speech. The speaker folluwed close 
on Herbert’s track and many thought his 
was the abler statement of the gold 
standard theory. 

Mr. Bankhead closed in a half hour’s 
reply to Mr. Clark. The audience and 
the applause appeared to be about evenly 
divided. Both speeches were dispassion- 
ate and devoid of personalties.

which they could agree. And their 
| apparent interest in the currency ques- 


, tion leads us to inquire further where 
| they picked up the idea that it is any 
| part of the function of a banking insti- 
tution to issue currency? These are 
the things that puzzle thoughtful peo- 
ple who take a serious interest in the 
money question. 

If the greenbacks are to be retired be- 
cause they are used to cripple the gold 
reserve, what is to be done with the 
bank currency when there comes upon 
the banks an imperative demand for 
gold to be shipped to Europe? 

It must evident to any person who 
takes an intelligent view of the situation 
that the greenbacks are no more the 
cause of gold shipments than the Sher- 
man act was. When that act was in full 
operation, the people were told that if 
the purchasing clause were uncondition- 
ally repealed, the export of gold would 
cease and the business of the country be 
restored to its normal condition. Now 
we are told that the greenbacks are the 
cause of gold shipments, and that for 
this reason they must be retired. 

Such reasoning as this is almost 
puerile in its nature. Mr. Carlisle’s rul- 
ing. in violation of the law, that gold 
is the only money of final redemption, 
goes very much deeper than a majority 
of the bankers seem to think. Even if 
the greenbacks were retired, those who 
want gold would present silver certifi- 
cates, get silver for them, and then pre- 
sent the silver dollars and demand their 
redemption in gold. Under Mr... Car- 
lisle’s ruling he would be compellled to 
redeem the silver dollars in gold in or- 
der to maintain “parity’” between the 
two metals. The silver dollars so re- 
deemed would have to be paid out again, 
and thus we should have established, 
in short order, “the endless chain” 
which the bankers now complain of. 
The whole trouble lies in the reckless 
and violent interpretation that has been 
given to the word “coin” in the law. Mr. 
Carlisle says that coin means gold and 
gold only, instead of gold and silver. 
The bankers applaud this interpretation 
now, but, unless we are greatly mis- 
taken, it will prove to be the undoing 
of some of them before they get through 
with the disasters that it has set in mo- 
| tion. 

In France the bimetallic system of re- 
demption is still kept up and it works 
perfectly to guard and maintain the gold 
reserves of the Bank of France. When 
gold is demanded for export, a premium 
is charged for it, andyeven then the hold- 
er of the notes ee half of their 
face value in gold, the rest being pafd in 
_ Silver. 

Such a system would work perfectly in 
this country, as it has worked when 
the agents of the people interpreted the 
word “coin” in the law to mean either 
gold or silver coin. 

Anything beyond restoring this Inter- 
pretation in practice and opening mints 
to silver is simply a dangerous tinkering 
with our currency system. And we 
should think the bankers of the country 
would be the very last to suggest curren- 
cy tinkering. 7

“I know you mean well in coming here, 
but you don’t know how much good it will 
do. Instead of coming here you had bet- 
ter go around to some of those factories 
and shops that grind a poor girl down to 
$2 a week and get them to pay better 
wages. It’s no use; a girl can’t live on 
what she gets. You had better put in your 
efforts there.’”’ 


If half the things told at this congress 
are true the reformers who really desire 
to accomplish some good should go to 
work to save the girls who are forced 
into lives of shame by their poverty. 
Places of refuge should be provided for 
them, and they should be aided in seecur- 
ing work that will support them. 

It is very probable that poverty drives 
hundreds of thousands of men and 
women into drunkenness, debauchery 
and other evil ways of life. It should 
be the aim of our reformers to remove 
the causes of these evils, and give the 
Sinners a chance to get on their feet 
again.

We 
have not been able to induce the lines of 
the Western States Passenger Agsociation, 
Which includes the terrliory north and 
west of Chicago, to agree to the desired 
rates. Iam satisfied that with the ac- 
tion of the lines in the Chicago and Ohio 
River Association and the Central Traffic 
Association, that it is only a matter of 
a few days before the one-cent rate ap- 
plies from a territory to our exposi- 
tion. It is unnecessary to say what it 
means for us.

A multitude of children is assured for 
the week beginning ctober 25th, and at 
that time haif a milion college students, 
schoolboys and girls will be here. In ad- 
dition to the NaYional Educational Asso- 
ciation all of the children from the com- 
mon and public schools of the southern 
states will be here. Governor Northen 
has received replies from several letters, 
written to the county superintendents, and 
they assure hearty co-operation. Fol- 
lowing is a copy of the letter mailed yes- 
terday to all county and state commis- 
-sioners: 

“My Dear Sir—The directors of the Cot- 
ton States and International exposition 
have set apart the 25th to the 3lst of Oc- 
tober, inclusive, as education week. 

“An interesting programme has been ar- 
ranged by the National Educational Asso- 
cilaticn, in co-operation with the depart- 


) ment of education for the exposition, to 


cover the entire time fcr the whole week. 
The congress will be addressed by some 
of the most distinguished educators in the 
country. 

“The object of this communication is to 
Secure a large attendance upon the sessions 
of the congress, in the interest of educa- 
tional advancement at the south, as well 
as a full appreciation of the benefits of the 
exposition as an educational object lesson. 

“To this end I beg to suggest and urge 
the suspension of the schools, colleges and 
universities of your state for at least a 
portion of education week, that the stu- 
dents of such institutions, in company with 
their instructors, may study and apply the 
benefits of the educational features at the 
exposition. 

“An opportunity has come to the young 
people at the south that will, doubtless, 
not occur again in a generation, to study

“With your knowledge of the opportuni- 
ties furnished upon the exposition grounds, 
it is hardly necessary for me to say that 
the young people who enter its gates will 
be enabled to get more helpful information 
under proper direction than a full year’s 
tuition in our schools or colleges. 

“To make these opportunities the more 
easily available, the directorg Save re- 
duced the gate fees, during the week 
named, for all young people under eighteen 
years of age to 25c. 

‘The railroads leading to the city have 
put their rates at minimum charge, anc 
they will attach to theit trains ail neces- 
sary cars, or run additional sections, if 
notified in time as to the number of peo- 
ple to be transported. é 

“The public comtort Cepartmenit, 33 Wal) 
street, immediately in front of the union 
passenger depot, will give all necessary in- 
formation about accommodations in the 
city for lodging. There are numbers of 
first-class restaurants upcn the grounds, 
at which good meals can be obtained at 
moderate charges. 

“In a communication addressed to this 
department Dr. Harris, commissioner of 
education for the United States, writes 
that the south has made greater advance 
in eGucation in the last few years than 
any other section of the union... 

“We need now to attest our interest in 
these matters by using the present oppor- 
tuni to the best advantage. .

Will Shine Defiant. 

There was a new programme determined 
upon yesterday morning fcr the fixture of 
the electric fountain, and no sooner was it 
conceived than put 3n operaticn. 

The plan of operation of the fount has 
been entirely changed—in fact, a new and 
original idea has been hit upon. This is 
not a matter of choice, however, but the 
result of stern necessity. Thursday after- 
nuon the alarming discovery was made 
that it would be impossible to exhaust the 
water in the coffer dam. For a time4t look- 
ed as if the whole plan of operation would 
have to be given up. Thgse familiar with 
the facts of this feature‘ of the exposi- 
tion know that on the first day when tested 
the twenty-four-inch pipe at one of its 
joints sprang a leak because of the forcing 
away of the cementing lead by the enor- 


mous pressure. 
It was attempted to remedy this by divers. 


Professionals were engaged, but after the. 


work of four days they were discharged, 
as it was found that they could not fix 
the joint satisfactorily. Then it was de- 
cided to place in a coffer dam. This ardu- 
ous undertaking was started at once, and 
for two weeks a large force of hands has 
been employed on the coffer dam. 

A big pump was ordered out when the 
dam was completed, and placed in opera- 
tion. This has been pumping, pumping, 
pumping for a whole week. Instead of the 
water decreasing, however, it Ras risen, 
and though the workmen labored day and 
night there was no controlling the water. It 
was impossible to build the coffer dam in 
such a way as to prevent the pressure 
from forcing water under the twenty-four- 
inch and the eight-inch mains. 

The water has been flowing in under the 
mighty pressure. The failure of the coffer 
dam was realized Thursday night. Yester- 
day morning a huge pile driver was placed 
at work and an entirely new method of 
operation started. The big pipes will not be 
laid under water. A new set has been or- 
dered and they will be earried to the fount 
upon the piles. The two pipes will be sev- 
eral inches abdéve water. In this way the

The Vice President Was Pleased with

What He Saw. 


SAYS ILLINOIS SENTIMENT IS WITH CUBA 


During the Afternoon He Met the Ex- 
position Directors and Made a . 
Brief Speech to Them. 


Broad-shouldered and straight, a distin- 
guished looking gentleman stood in front 


examined the various objects of interest 
there. He was standing alone, one hand 
half thrust into his coat and the other 
held at his side. His clothes were a soft 


black, and the fashionable Prince Albert 
coat was emphasized by the shining silk 
hat, firmly placed on the head, 

Standing in this attitude he presented a 
striking profile. The resemblance to Bis- 
marck Was a remarkable one. The gray 
mustache was, perhaps, not heavy enough 
nor the wrinkles deep enough, but with 
these lacking the resemblance was still a 
strong one. There have been many pic- 
tures of this gentleman printed, but not one 
of them has ever given him justice. They 
all lack the firm character lines and the 
honest ruggedness that are so attractive 
in the strong face of this statesman. The 
eyes, a thoughful gray in color, are deéep- 
set enough to make his.kindest glance one 
that bears with it the conviction that the 
owner of them is a man of ambition, of 
purpose, and of steadfast intention to suc- 
ceed in all that he may undertake. A for- 
bidding look, that is removed when the voice 
is heard, is given the counténance by che 
deep lines between the eyes. The set of the 
lips, which are but half concealed by the 
gray mustache, indicates absolute firmness. 
The chin, well formed and strong, ’shows 
the strength of will. In height he is above

said the vice president, “and it is my hope 


that I shall be able to see it thoroughly. 
It is needless to say that both Atlanta and 
the exposition are just now claiming the 
attention of all America. I have as yet not 
visited the grounds, but I hope to go out 
this afternoon with my wife cud daughter 
and Miss Ewing, as they .u:end to attend 
the meeting of the Dauzhters of the Revo- 
lution, which occurs this «afternoon, I be- 
lieve, in the woman’s building. 
Atlanta’s Wonderful Growth. 

“I was in Atlanta in 1889 and again two 
years ago, and each time my visit was of 
the happiest kind. I have every reason to 
remember Atlanta and Atlantians, for,.I 
have received but the most hospitable and 
most courteous treatment from both. 

“The growth of Atlanta, while rot a mat- 
ter to be wondered at, is s»mething won- 
derful. It is very easy for me to see evi- 
dences of a great growth since my last 
visit. Atlanta’s enterprising and: energetic 
citizens have made their city'a remarkable 
one. The people are full of pluck and dar- 
ing. It was a splendid thing to do, to start 
an exposition scheme when the times were 
dull and business was in an almost hope- 
less state of depression. It was the sort 
of @xample that people everywhere should 
be proud to emulate. 

‘‘Now, while times are brightening and 
prosperity is returning in full measure, due 
mainly to the democratic tariff bill, Atlanta 
and her people reap their reward. 

“Tl was for giving Atlanta the appropria- 
tion and I favored strongly a government 
exhibit at the exposition. The exposition, 
as I gather from the newspapers and as I 
have been told by people from my own 
state who have visited it, is on a@ great 
seale. It is an educational factor in the 
south just at present. It is not fait to 
compare it to the Chicago exposition. I 
look forward with great interest to my visit 
this afternoon.

There was a feeble rally of 4c when the 
market broke to 60%c, the feature being 
buHish reports from New York regarding 
free offerings of Manitoba for export, to 
which we réferred some days ago; also on 
reports from the west that stocks were in- 
creasing. Clearances were disappointing, 
only about 172,000 bushels all told. Receipts 
in the northwest were 200 cars larger than 
last year, and primary receipts about 6vv0,- 
000 bushels larger. The selling has been 
mostly by professionals and holders, a 
number of the latter having become dis- 
couraged on account of the inability of the 
market to hold above 6lec and its unattrac- 
tiveness to outsiders, notwithstanding the 
strang cash situation.

THE BREAK WAS A VERY BAD ONE 


it Was Only Temporarily Repaired 
Thursday Night—Citizens Unite 
in Demanding a New Main. 


a 


Water with a pressure of one hundred 
and ten pounds flowed into Atlanta from 
the waterworks yesterday. 

But last night at 8 o’clock the water was 
cut off again and until long after midnight 
Atlanta was once more at the mercy of any 
fire that might have occurred. 

Luckily, however, no fire bappened and 
Atlanta this morning stands as she was 
yesterday. 

The break in the main was temporarily 
repaired yesterday morning by about 6 
o'clock, and the machinery was put in mo- 
tion. As the ponderous wheels at the 
pumping station turned Superintendent 
Terry stood by the mended pipe and watch- 
ed for any leakage that might come. The 
patch appeared to be effective, but the su- 
perintendent and the chief engineer, Cap- 
tain Travis, quickly realized that the 
wounded section would not be able to stand 
anything hke a strain upon it and at once 
notified Chief Joyner that he would not 
be able to give him anything like a fire 
pressure during the day while the same in- 
formation was sent to the waterworks de- 
partment at the city hall. 

The pressute was run gradually up to one 
hundred and fifty pounds, and above that 
it never got, as the superintendent and the 
engineer were afraid to put more force on, 
and finally let the pressure down again. 

During the work Thursday night Superin- 
tendent Terry came to the conclusion that 
he could not make it permanent and com- 
piete it in time for the needs of the city 
during the day. With a view of giving thé 
city what water domestic purposes would 
require during the day he completed thé 
repair, knowing that he would have to 
mend the break again in order to have it at 
all satisfactory. The temporary repair last- 
ed through the day, and as luck would have 
it Atlanta did not have a fire, neither did 
Atlanta have a fire pressure on the water 


system. 
Last night the water was again cut off 


and the old break was once more opened 


to make the repair perfect and complete. 
The break is about sixteen inches long in 
one of the twenty-foot sections of pipe, 
which is about six feet under the surface of 
the ground and about three hundred feet 
from the pumping station. Just what caus- 
ed it those who are conversant with mat- 
ters of the kind cannot tell#The main along 
at that section rests on made ground. Be- 
fore Hemphill avenue was built there was 
@ great hollow in that vieinity and it re- 
quired tons and tons of dirt to build the 
street up. It was on this made ground the 
big pipe was laid and it is the impression 


-that-the ground has been sinking“for some ) 
time and that the rest of the section of pipe 


has been broken and that with the pressure 
of the dirt on it has caused the break. 


' Liable To Occur Again. 

That same settling tivo, is tuaoie to occur 
for years to come, and as long as the city 
has but one main from the pumping sta- 
tion the same thing is likely to occur at al- 
most any time. With one main only there 
is absolutely no safety to the city against 
an accident of the kind that has now occur- 
red the second time. It is a serious condi- 
tion for Atlanta to be placed in is the ex- 
pression of every one and the sooner it is 
mended the better it will be for all. There 
is but one way to mend it and that is by 
the construction of another main leading 
from the pumping station to the city. The 


cost of the main if constructed of the same 


material as the one now down will be 
something like $50,000 or $60,000. But there 
are those who are apprehensive of that 
kind of material for a main and who want 
a main made of cast iron. All over the city 
the matter was talked yesterday and every 
one was anxious to have the danger remov- 
ed at aimost any cost, as a fire any time 
the main is inoperative would cost many 
times the price of the main. 
Mayor King Disturbed. 

Mayor King was greatly disturbed when 
he heard of the break yesterday morning, 
and while he would not say what ought to 
be done, he asserted that he would bring 
the condition of affairs before the meeting 
of the general council next Monday and ad- 
vise that something be done to remove the 


danger. 
Judge Hillyer Talks. 


Hon. George Hillyer, president of the 

water board was anxious all day and was 
constantly on the watch. He declares 
that the city should supply apother main 
at once regardless of cost or trouble and 
recounts the many efforts that have been 
made to secure another main. 
_“J take it,’’ said President Hillyer yes- 
terday, “that every one knows that the 
water department does not handle any 
money; that it does not collect a dollar, 
and can only distribute or expend what 
amounts the general council appropriates 
to that department. In spending that 
money appropriated we have nothing to do 
but to direct and control the work and 
then approve the bills when the work is 
completed for presentation to th2 proper 
financial agent of the city, by whom they 
are paid. 

“All water rents; as you know, as well 
as the entire revenue. of the waterworks 
department, is collected, not by the water- 


works department, but by the tax coliec- 


tor; that being the case the board has 
nothing to do with laying another main, 
as the board has no way to raise the 
money to expend for anything and cannot 
expend $1 the council does not give. 

Will Cost Fifty Thousand Dollars. 

“what will it cost to put in another 
main?” was asked. 

“T think the work can be easily done 
for about $50,000. I have often recommend- 
ed that another main should be laid and 
that the city was taking great fisks every 
day the additional main was not down. 
I have even gone so far as 
thirty-inch main from the pumping sta- 
tion to the big main at Emmet street. 
That would be soma,relief and I sincerely 
hope that something will be done and 


.done at once. 


“The safety of Atlanta ought not longer 
to depend on that single main. The 
main in all waterworks systems, that is, 
ell the best systems, are made Sf cast 
fron. ‘While they are very much better 
than ‘anything else, especially because

which, in case of a break, thouch they 
rarely occur in the small pipes, from 400 
to 600 feet length is cut from the system 
by shutting these valves until the place 
can be repaired and the great mass of the 
city is put to no inconvenience. 
Dependent on One Main. 

“But when we éome to this single main 
of more than a mile and three quarters 
long, on Hemphill avenue, the whole sys- 
tem absoutely depends on it for all the 
water supply. No reasonable sacrifice of 
other interests should stand in the way 
of putting in a duplicate main from the 
works, connecting with the city, and the 
best route would be through Curran street 
into Marietta, and down Marietta to North 
avenue, where the new main would join 
on to a twenty-inch main connecting into 
Luckie street, and thus reaching the whole 
system of distribution throughout gfe city. 
In case of a break in one of these mains 
the city would be supplied through the 
other one and the broken joint could thus 
be repaired while the city was using the 
other main, 

“As to the means of raising the funds, 
that is a matter for the wisdom of the 
mayor and council. I have heard some 
suggestion of issuing bonds, but I am op- 
posed to that, and I see no necessity for 
it. A much better way would be if the 
city charter forbids the expense this year 
or rather out of this year’s income, to 
have a syndicate formed that would buy 
the main and hold the title to it until next 
year, when, of course, the city would buy 
it. The parties owning the main could 
rent it to the city on a basis of say 5 
per cent of the cost, and thus the main 
would be laid immediately and the city 
get the use of it and easily purchase it 
and pay for it next year. 

Cap Joyner Wants a New Main. 

Chief Joyner, of the Fire department, is 
even more emphatic in his demands for 
another main than is President Hillyer, 
and asserts that it should be built at once. 
While the old works were being used Chief 
Joyner then demanded another main frem 
that pumping ftation, and every tear 
since then has pushed his claim for one. 
He was on duty again all last night, 
fearing every minute would bring in an 
alarm of fire. 

“If the people of the city,’’ said he last 
night as he glanced at his clock—aiid it 
was at the time the water was being turned 
off—‘‘really knéw the situation they and 
their property were in, they would have a 
mass meeting before noon tomorrow, if 
they waited that long, and direct the city 


council to lay that main, if bonds or extra 


tax had to be paid. A fire alarm now 
means almost anything, and I should be un- 
able to predict the result should one come 
in. It is a shame for a city whose income 
is two millions a year to have but one 
main to depend on. But then there is no 
one to blame but the people themselves.. 
Wanted It in 1855. 

"In 1885 I took charge of the paid depart- 
ment. Immediately afterward I advocated 
a duplicate main from the old pumping sta- 
tion that was then being used to supply the 
city’ with water. I brought the matter to 


‘the attention of the council and the mem- 


bers of the water board. They then had un- 
der advisement the esc.ablishment of the 
new waterworks plant, and said that they 


thought that the expense would be too , 


large, as they hoped soon to abandon the 
old plant, as they were compelled, on ac- 
count of the growth of Atlanta, to get 
water from the Chattahoochee river or 
some other large stream. I was then prom- 
ised that in making the plans and esti- 
mates for the waterworks a duplicate main 
would be one of the special features. From 
time to time my reports will show that I 
insisted on the importance of this extra 
main. The waterworks were completed. 
I then brought the matter up again, as the 
duplicate main seemed to have been over- 
looked. In my report of 1893 I called the 
attention of the council to this important 
matter, as follows: 

““Perhaps it would not be out of place 
for me to call the attention of your honora- 
ble body to a matter that I deem of the 
greatest importance, and one that should 
receive prompt attention. The duplicating 
of engines and other machinery used by the 
waterworks, while necessary, would be of 
ho avail in case of an accident to the water 
main, and proper steps should be taken at 
once to have a duplicate of the present main 
laid to some convenient point in the city. 


This would maké our system of Waterworks 


almost perfect, and perhaps save the city 
from a disastrous conflagration; for if there 
should be a weak or defective place in the 
water main, it would undoubtedly be dis- 
covered and the break most likely occur 
when an increased pressure was put on 
for fire purposes.’ 


Suggested It in His Report. 


“In my report the ist of January this 


year I repeated the suggestions. contained 
in my previous report, and tried to impress 
on the city the importance of immediate 
action in reference to this main. Some 
$30,000 or $40,000, I understand, will do the 
work and fve the city this duplicate main. 
Considering the great risk and danger, as 
well as the inconvenience to the entire 
city, I corisider it a very small item, and I 
thought last spring when the main burst 
that the city would then take immediate 
action, as everybody seemed to agree that 
it was very important and absolutely nec- 
essary to have this main, but I am sorry 
to say that it took only a few days for 
the entire subject to be forgotten. Had 
this burst oecurred a short while earlier 
than it did, there is no telling what the 
loss to property in Atlanta would have 
been, for just a few moments before the 
burst we were fighting a very stubborn 
fire in the third story of a building on 
Peachtree street. When we first reached 
the building the fire was. very hard to 
control, on account of the dense smoke and 
heat, and it had gained considerable head- 
way before our arrival. During the most 
of last night the residence portion of the 
city was practically unprotected from fire. 
We have some very large cisterns in the 
center or business portion of the city that 
would render us some assistance in case 
of a broken pipe.» Several of these cisterns 
have been filled with dirt of late years, 
over my protest, and quite a number that 
are now filled with water would have been 
filled up with dirt had I not opposed it in 
the very strongest terms possible. It has 
certainty been a great relief to know that 
we had even a limited number of cisterns 
to fall back on. 
Should Act at Once. 

“f do not think that the city authorities 
should hesitate one moment, but should 
crder the pipe at once and commence work 
immediately. A duplicate main should he 
laid by all means and in my opinion it 
should go some other route and not on 
fhe same street where the present main 
is situated, for it would be dangérous in 
case of one main bursting for the large 
amount of water and the pressure combin- 
ed is liable to wash the street in such 
conditior® as to injure both mains. For 
that reason I think they should be entirely 
separate from each other. I have advo- 
cated this duplicate main for the past ten 
years, and I trust that no further delay 
will occur, as I consider it one of the most 
important things to benefit Atlanta. This 


is too large and progressive a city to stand. 


ck on the small expense required to do 
pra work. All day it has been impossible 
to get fire presstre. The average pressure 
through the city is from thirty to forty 
pounds. It is dangerous to increase tne 
pressure for fear-of blowing out the patch 
that is now on the bursted main; for that 
reason we have to rely on the steamers al- 
together. Tonight they hope to repair the 
3 ms tly. To do this they are 
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the pipe by telegraph and go to work im- 
mediately; getting everything in. proper 
shape as soon as possible.’’ 

There is every reason to believe that the 
matter will come up before the general 
courcil next Monday and that something 
will be done in the matter. Two members 
of the body, Mr. Campbell, of the fourth 
ward, and Mr. Nelms, of the seventh, have 
both prepared papers on the subject and 
both contemplate some radical cure, 

‘Since 1 have been chairman of the wa- 
terworks committee,” said Mr. Nelms, ‘I 
have krown the necessity of another main 
and I have several times called the atten- 
tion of the members of the general council 
to it. But so far I have been unable to 
procure any legislation on the matter. I 
always opposed abandoning the old water- 
works and now that they have been aban- 
doned it is easy to see where we are if a 
big fire were to break out. Something 
must be done and it must be done quick-

Beverly Wrenn, Jr., of Atlanta; Mr. R. S. 
Anderson, Mr. Henry Crawford, Mr. Thom- 
as Ryan and Mr. Samuel Thomas, char- 
man, of New York. 

The board of directors elected Mr. R. S.

DR. CANDLER TO THE BOYS.

For this 
4reason he invited Dr. Candler to address 
| the pupils upon this question. 
Dr. Candler spoke on tle necessity of a 
| collegiate education. For over an hour 
‘he kept the pupils of each grade of the 
high school deeply interested in the im- 
portant subject he was speaking on. He 
told of the many advantages of a col- 
legiate education; how it helped in every 
line of business and how it made great 
men. He said that some few were op- 
pused to collegiate education, but they 
were generally men who had, perhaps by 
accident, been very successful without a 
cOliegiate course of education.

During the excitement consequent to a 
well regulated circus parade it is no won- 
der that dignified courts and zealous bail- 
iffs should forget for the moment the small 
importance of a negro’s presence. In that 
state of affairs, Blackburn coolly walked 
out of the court room handcuffed to a 
chair, while the court and bailiffs watched 
the elephants go by. 

Just how the negro managed to get 
away with the chair locked to his hands 
is not known. Whether he walked off in 
a sitting posture or held the chair high 
over his head, is a mystery to the court 
and bailiffs. It is said that the negro was 
seen going out Walton street hitched to | 
the chair, but further than that the agi- | 
tated bailiffs have heard nothing from him. 
They are inclined to believe that he went 
away with tie circus. One of the bailiffs 
cares nothing about the negro, but is 
anxious to recover his handcuffs. The 
court is said to mourn the loss of a piece of 
his valuable furniture, it being said that 
substantial chairs are objects of rarity, 
value and ornament in a justice court.

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GOFF SEES NEW TYPES 


New York's Recorder Visits Judge Andy 
Calheun’s Police Court. 


INTERESTED IN THE CROWD 


Says Penalties Are About the Same in 
New York as in Atlanta—Inter- 
esting Afternoon for Him. 


tecorder Goff went down to Judge Andy 
Calhoun’s police court to study human 
nature yesterday afternoon. Tie had seen 
the exposition. He had seen the town. 
Hie had been dined at the club. He had 
attended a reception given to all the big 
bankers of the country. He had seen 
meoonshiners tried in Judge Newman’s 
court. He had listened to domestic 
troubles in Judge Lumpkin’s court. He 
had seen Atlanta life in nearly all of its 
All that he lacked was an after- 
noon at the Decatur street palace of jus- 
tice. He had that yesterday afternoon. 

The recorder fortified himself with a 
hearty lunch before going. Mr. Albert 
Tiowell, his escort and guide, Rad told 
him that court convened promptly at 2:30. 
0° Loe k. He wanted to be on time. Just 
about the time the company of policemen 
who had cases to be tried was assembling 
in the courtroom Recorder Goff and Mr. 
Iiowell arrived. Judge Andy Calhoun was 
on hand, and he invited the New York 
judge to a seat on his stand. Chairs were 
placed on the stand for Mr. Howell and 
Recorder Goff. 

Unele Jimmie Parish, the sage and 
spectacied bailiff of the court, eyed the 
two visitors rather curiously. He rapped 
vigorously on the railing for order, and 
looked the personification of dignity. 

It was a motley army of spectacles that 
faced the judge’s bench. It was the same 
picturesque assembly that daily gathers in 
the Decatur street courtroom. There were 
negroes of the idle and worthless alley 
class. There were red-nosed topers, vaga- 
Bondish lqgoking men in battered gar- 
ments; more respectable looking men in 
better clothes and a small percentage of 
respectable whites and negroes, waiting to 
testify in cases that were dockefed for 
trial. It was a queer picture. 

“What a place for the delineator of ne- 
gro character to come for material,” said 
Recorder Goff, gazing over the crowd en- 
thusiastically. ‘“‘There are sv many in- 
teresting types here. They are the most 
pronounced and distinct types. Here is 
a xzold mine for the delineator of negro 
character.”’ 

The machinery of police justice was 
quickly put in running order. Recorder 
Goff watched every incident with eager 
interest. He gazed searchingly into the 
face of every prisoner. He drank in every 
word of the evidence. He mentally made 
up a verdict in each case, and it was plain 
that his verdicts nearly always agreed 
with those of the presiding judge, for he 
nodded cften when a decision was an- 
nounced. : 

A worthless negfo, known to the court 
and to all the policemen present as Jack, 
Was called to the bar. He shutfied into 
the courtroom from the prison with an 
indifferent air. He fondled an old battered 
straw hat in his hand and his ragged 
garments fluttered in the breezes that 
came in through the window. 

“Jedge, I’m not guiity,’’ he said, without 
giving the recorder an opportunity to ques- 
tion. “Not guilty this time. I’m just from 
Fayette county. I been burning down 
there. I burned down there till the people 
runned me out. Yasser, burning. That's 
what I been doin’.’’ 

“Burning what, 
Andy. : 

‘“‘Jedge, I burnt a barn and sot a freight 
car afire. Burned ’em up. Jes’ got. mad, 
jedge, an’ burned ’em up. I tells yer 
about it “cos I wants to go to the peni- 
tentiary. 1 don’t want to go to no stock- 
ade.’’ 

“Where was the barn, gogo 

“Dunno, sir; down dere in Fayette sum- 
mers. I dunno de deestrick. J burned it 
up wid a blaze, jedge, and dey burned.” 

“Jack, you told me you would go to 
work when you were here last. Don’t you 
know the fields are white with cotton?’ 

“Yasser, de fields is white wid cotton, 
but de farmers*is all down on me. Dey 
all down on Jack. I been in twv counties, 
and I don’t git nuthin’ to eat ’cept whut 
dey giv me an’ I ax fur. I guess I might 
jes’ as well go to de penitentiary for life.’’ 

The officer who arrested: Jack didn’t put 
any credence in the barn-burning story. 
He said he found Jack trying to break into 
jail. Jack had tried so often to get in 
jail that he had become a nuisance to the 
jailers, and they had asked him to arrest 
the negro. Jack’s highest ambition seem- 
ed to be to go to the penitentiary for life. 
Judge Caihoun dismissed the case. Jack 
ldgked disappointed.

There has been no raise 
that I have discovered and I have found 
everything to be just as it was last year 
and will be next year. The exposition 
has not caused the people to practice ex- 
tortion and I am glad to see it thus.”

AIRED DOMESTIC WOES. 


Some Interesting Suits for Separation 
Before Judge Lumpkin. 

Judge Lumpkin’s court was enlivened by 
a diversion from the routine of dry civil 
suits Thursday. The court took up and 
disposed of several spicy applications for 
total separation of husbands and wives. 

W. C. Green went into court with a dec- 
laration that he was a much-abused man at 
the hands of his erstwhile loving wife.

with ber hcspitality and thoroughly satis- 
fied with the work of the convention. 


President Pullen Sees the Exposition. 

Hon. Mugene Hi. Pullen, the newly elected 
president of the bankers’ association, left 
for his home in New York city yesterday 
at noon. 

“{ have hag a most delightful visit to 
Atlanta,” said he before leaving, ‘‘and I 
shall carry back with me to the north 
nothing but pleasant recollections of my 
trip. The exposition is a great enterprise 
and, Il am free to confess, a much greater 
one than I expected. 1 went over the 
grounds carefully and tock in nearly all of 
the main buildings. I was very much ,n- 
terested in the negro building and the pros- 
perity of the colored race as inaicated 
by scme of their exhibits, especially in the 
educational line.’’ 

Mr. Pullen, with a smile on his face, de- 
clared that he was partial to Atlanta for 
the reason that during the convention in 
Chicago two years ago he never thought 
once of visiting the Chicago exposition.

Mr. John FP. Branch, of Richmond, Va., 

who was elected secretary of the associa- 
ion last Thursday night at a meeting of 
the executive council, is one of the leading 
members of the association. He is presi- 
dent of the Merchants’ National ‘bank, of 
Richmond, V2... and is a very successful 
financier of that city. 
-Hon. Joseph C. Hendrix, of New York, 
who succeeds Mr. E. H. Pullen as chair- 
man of the executive council, has repre- 
sented his district in the congress of the 
United States. He is the president of the 
National Union bank of New York city, 
which has a capital stock of $1,200,000 and 
deposits amounting to $10,000,000. He is-a 
man of prudence and sagacity and will 
make a splendid chairman of the council. 


MAY LOSE HIS JOB. 


One of the Delegates Incurred the Dis- 
pleasure of His Bank. 

One of the delegates who expected to 

read a paper before the convention of 

American bankers was Mr. John F. Burt, 


of Boston, Mass. 

Mr. Burt holds a position with the old 
Colony Trust Company, one of the strong- 
est banking institutions of that city. Its 
capital stock is $1,000,000 and its deposits 
something in the neighborhood of $10,000,000. 

Though Mr. Burt occupies a subordinate 
position in the bank, his name appeared 
on the list of speakers, with the name of 
the bank attached to it. His exact rela- 
tion to the bank was not defined, and the 
inference was that he was one of its 
controlling officials 

For this, however, Mr. Burt was not 
respcnsible. It was doubtless the fault of 
the original manuscript from which the 
pregramme was printed. 

Yet, for some reason or other, it pro- 
voked the displeasure of the bank officials, 
end the story gves that Mr. Burt has re- 
ceived conclusive evidence to this effect 
in a letter suggesting the propriety of his 
resignation.
